E. I*. A. Ilai ker Cliarged With 
Eìiihezzleiiient.

The IJffeuliiiz H ardw are Company 
Has lusUtuted Suit By At­ 
tachment. 


The alleged shortcomings of E. 
P. A . Harlter. which have been 
talked of publicly for su^-iral weeks 
oast, came to a focus at ^ o ’clock 
X. 
^ 
yesterday afternoon, when Mr. H. 
T . Williams, on behalf of the 1 1- 
genfrilz Hardware Co. , instituted 
suit in tlie circuit court, by attach­ 
ment, against Mr. Marker, to re­ 
cover $10, 252. 28, which it is al­ 
leged he embezzled from the com­ 
pany while in its employ. 
The property attached is ^3, 000 
of paid up stock and $2, 000 of un­ 
paid stock in the Servant-Harker 
D rug Co. and five acres of land 
south of the city. 
If other prop­ 
erty is owned by the defendant, 
Mr. 
Williams, 
attorney for the 
plaintiff, has not yet been able to 
locate it. 
The petition is of great length. 
It charges that Mr. Marker began 
to divert moneys from the use of 
the company to his own benefit 
soon after he was employed, and 
that his 
irreguiarities 
covered a 
period of nine years, during which 
time he was not 
the book­ 
keeper, collector and cashier for the 
hardware company, but was also 
agent and collector for the Ilgen- 
fritz estate. 
W hile no official document to 
that effect has yet been filed, the 
plaintiff inclines to the belief that 
Mr. Marker is also indebted to the 
Ilgenfritz estate in a large sum, 
probably as much as the Ilgenfritz 
Hardware company has sued for, 
but nothing definite will be known 
in regard to the matter until the 
investigation now in progress is 


finished. 
Mr. Marker has for many years 
enjoyed the confidence and esteem 
of the people of Sedalia, both 
in 
business and 
social 
circles. 
For 
nearly three months past 
he 
has 
been manager of the Servant-Har­ 
ker Drug Co. , where he was seen 
by 
a 
D e m o c r a t 
reporter 
this 
morning, but declined to make a 
statement other than denying, in a 
general way, 
every 
one of 
the 
charges preferred in the petition 
filed by the Ilgenfritz Hardware 


Co. 
He has retained Messrs, Sangree 
& Lamm to defend him, and they 
are going on the theory that it is 
better to try the case in the courts 
than in the public prints. 


question. 
So far as he was con­ 
cerned, he had never said aught 
against Mr. Harker, and how the 
various stories had originated he 
did not know. 
There were some irregularities in 
the books, he said, but Mr. Harker 
had come to the store and said it, 
after the investigation was finished, 
it was shown that he was indebted 
to the Ilgenfritz Hardware Co. , he 
would see that the shortage was 
made good. 
Mr. Ilgenfritz talked at length 
on the subject at that time, a por­ 
tion of the conversation being of a 
private nature. 
The irregularities, 
if there were any, had occurred 
prior to February ist. last, when 
himself and 
brother, 
Linn, suc­ 
ceeded his brother, Ed, as owners 
of the Ilgenfritz Hardware Co.

This Morning.

More than a month ago a repre­ 
sentative of the D e m o c r a t called 
upon Mr. W . D. Ilgenfritz and 
interrogated him about the street 
rumors that were then in circula­ 
tion regarding 
Mr. Harker’s al­ 
leged shortage. 
Mr. Ilgenfritz stated that a grave 
injustice had been aone Mr. Har­ 
ker by reason of the rumors in 


The D e m o c r a t understands that 
A . L. Burr and others who have 
been conducting the investigation 
have been 
greatly 
hampered 
in 
their work by the absence of cer­ 
tain books that are absolutely essen­ 
tial to getting at the bottom of the 
case and ascertaining 
the actual^ 
amount of the alleged embezzle­ 
ment. 
W hat 
became of 
these 
books no one appears to know. 
For instance, a petty ledger that 
was kept in the back portion of the 
big ledger, and which showed thou­ 
sands of dollars of business, is miss­ 
ing, the leaves that contained the 
manv 
entries 
having 
been 
torn 
. rom' the book. 
The cash book 
showing the store’ s business is also 
missing, 
as 
is 
another 
book 
showing the collections made for 
he Ilgenfritz estate. 
The claim is made that Mr. H ar­ 
ker had absolute control of the big 
ledger from which the pages were 
torn, but he says he knows nothing 
whatever as to what became of 
them. 
The investigation has been 
in 
progress for two months, and Mr, 
Harker has visited the store fre­ 
quently for the purpose of throwing 
light upon certain transactions, but 
he was never able to do so. 
In 
one 
case 
Mr. 
Harker 
is 
charged with having remitted $2. 50 
to a St. Louis firm for the Hard­ 
ware Co. , and a receipt for that 
amount was returned, but 
it 
is 
claimed the entry made 
by Mr. 
Harker 
showed that $62. 50 was 
sent to St. Louis instead of $2. 50. 
W hen asked how he came to make 
such an entry he is said to have re­ 
plied that he did not know. 
In another case it is charged that 
Mr. Harker paid out $24. 79» 
charged 
up the 
Hardware com- 
pany with $7 4-7 9- 
Regarding this 
he was also interrogated, but again 
he was unable to give a satisfactory 
explanation. 
. 
It is further claimed that in the 
shortage now charged not an item 
was included that was not in excess 
of $1. 
There are said to be hun­ 
dreds of small items that were ex­ 
cluded, but which would aggregate 
a large sum. 
The greater number 
of “ irregularities” %are below $30, 
but there are several in excess of 
that sum.

could not get away from the store, 
it is said, but this is denied by his 
associates in the drug business, as 
they say they told liini to take all 
of the time he needed to clear him­ 
self of any cloud that might be 
hanging over him. 
Mr. Harker also failed to keep

Messrs. Ilgenfritz felt satisfied nc 
further effort would be made upon 
Harker’s part to explain the irreg­ 
ularities, and hence ihev decided 
to bring suit for the recovery of the 
money and also to prosecute him 
criminally. 
It is siid that Lawyer Williams 
offered to go ov^er tiie books and 
show Lawyer Lamm the evidence 
that had been piled up against ffis 
client, but the offer was declined, 
Mr. Lamm remarking that he was 
not a bookkeeper, and he was also 
very busy and iiad not the time to 
spare. 
, 
If Mn. Harker is guilty as charg­ 
ed, the question asked on 
every 
hand is, what did he do with the 
money ? 
He has never been given 
to any kind of dissipation, nor did 
he speculate, so far as known. 
He 
has lived well, it is true, but his 
friends claim not 
extravagantly, 
and if he embezzled the sum 
al­ 
leged it is believed he invested the 
money elsewhere. 
His salary with the Ilgenfritz 
Hardware Co. is said to have been 
only $50 a month, which will no 
doubt surprise many, as nearly all 
of his friends say they thought he 
was not receiving 
a penny less 
than $100 a month. 


James Stanford, colored, aged 
24 years and unmarried, was found 
dead 
in J. S. Driver’s pasture. 
Twenty-fourth and Lamine streets, 
at an early’’ hour this morning, by 
Mrs. Driver. 
Coroner Cowan was called and 
viewed the remains, but decided 
that an inquest was not necessary, 
as death had resulted from a hem­ 
orrhage. 
Stanford lived at Twentieth and 
Ohio streets and had been ill for 
several months with consumption. 
He left home yesterday afternoon 
for a walk, against his mother’s 
advice, and was undoubtedly seized 
with a hemorrhage, when he laid 
down in the pasture and passed 
away. 
The body was turned over to 
McLaughlin Bros, for burial.

Yesterday . 


GOES OUT UNDER P^IRE. 


Wanted to Stay to Complete His Re­ 
por t, But Pr essur e Was Too 
Heavy.

a s h i n g t o n , Ju ly 2 0 .—Alg er 
finally has weakened and retired 
u nder fire. 
Official ostracism, p ersistent and 
p ointed, aided by the sag e advice 
of Vice President Hobart, resu lted 
yesterday in the 
su bmission of 
Alg er’s resig nation as secretary of 
war to the p resident. 
The resig nation will take effect 
Au g u st I, thou g h tendered to be­ 
come effective “ at the p leasu re of 
the p resident.” 
The resig nation was not volu n­ 
tary. 
Had it not been tendered, it 
certainly wou ld 
have 
been re­ 
qu ested. 
The climax in the career of Gen. 
Alg er as head of the war dep art­ 
ment occu rred at the White Hou se 
shortly after noon yesterday, when 
the p resident declined to long er 
carry the heavy load which the 
secretary has become, thou g h the 
latter su g g ested a means by which 
he mig ht remain in the cabinet. 
This su g g estion was nothing more 
nor less than that the p resident 
shou ld p u blic annou nce his satis­ 
faction with Gen. Alg er’s condu ct 
of the war dep artment. 
The p resident was comp elled to 
show Gen. Alg er that he cou ld not 
do as he desired. 
Thereu p on Gen. 
Alg er informed the p resident that 
his resicrnation was at his disp osal, 
and p rodu ced a formal letter of 
resig nation, which he had p rep ared 
in anticip ation of the p resident s 
declination to comp ly with his 
wishes, su ch resig nation to take ef­ 
fect at the p leasu re of the p resi- 


This dramatic scene p robably 


will never be described accu rately. 
Secretary Alg er declined to sp eak 
of what transp ired between him 
and the p resident, and referred all 
inqu irers to the White Hou se for 
an exp lanation. 
At the White 
Hou se all requ ests for information 
were met with the statement that 
Secretary Alg er mig ht have some­ 
thing to say 
It can be stated au thoritatively, 
however, that the p resident made 
it clear yesterday that the chief 
cau se of his desire for the sev­ 
erance of his official relations be­ 
tween them was the alliance Secre­ 
tary Alg er had formed with Gov­ 
ernor Ping ree.

T h e n ew s has come to Missouri 
in a properly attested letter to the 
chief of police of Springfield from 
Justice II. J, M artin, of C rip p le 
C reek , 
C olo. 
Justice M artin is 
try in g to locate C ooper to put him 
in possession of his wealtfi. 
C ooper was born and reared in 
Springfield and was for m any years 
prominent as a new spaper editor 
and 
state 
politician. 
D rin k 
d ragged him dow n and he drifted 
to St. Louis. 
T h e estate w as left to C ooper by 
John C . C reg o , a miser herm it,w ho 
recently died 
at 
C rip p le C reek. 
M a n y years ago C re g o lived in the 
Panhandle country of T exas. C o o p ­ 
er made a tour of that region and 
stopped 
for 
a short w hile 
near 
w here C re g o lived. 
C re g o w as not inclined to make 
m any acquaintances, 
but Cooper 
found him about to drow n in a 
river and risked his ow n life to save 
the 
miser. 
T h a t 
resulted 
in 
a 
friendship. 
C ooper 
returned to 
Springfield 
and 
became 
prom i­ 
nent. 
H e kept up correspondence 
w ith C reg o for several years, but 
they finally lost track of each other. 
C reg o left T exas and was a pioneer 
prospector at C rip p le C reek . 
He 
cleaned up half a million and quit. 
T h ereafter he lived in absolute se­ 
clusion. 
So far as he k n ew C oo p er w as 
still in Springfield, and a fe w days 
before he died he sent for Justice 
M artin and a w ill w as draw n up, 
leavin g everyth in g to Cooper. 
T o 
Justice M artin C re g o told the story 
of how (M oper had saved his life. 
T h e estate consists principally 
of gold coin and Texas land 
A 
letter has been sent from S p r in g ­ 
field to Justice M artin, inform ing 
him that Cnoper may be found in 
St. Loui'i. 
A lth o u gh C ooper is es­ 
tranged trom his fam ily, there has 
never been a divorce. 
His w ife, a 
cultured w om an, 
lives in S p r in g ­ 
field. 
T h ro u gh all these years of 
wretchedness 
she 
has 
remained 
faithful to her erratic husband, and 
it is n ow believed there Avill be a 
h app y reunion. 
C oo p er has been a 
peripatetic 
n e w sp a p e rm a n . 
In iS b2 he pub­ 
lished a 
w eek ly 
at 
Springfield. 
A f t e r repeated failures he came to 
S t. Louis, w here for some years he 
experienced 
tlie 
direst 
poverty. 
H e is about 40 years old, tall and 
t h i n ; he has brilliant black 
eyes 
and black hair; w a lks rapidly, as 
though 
on 
urgent 
business 
and 
talks well.

M. Valentine, cashier of the Mid­ 
dlesex County bank, of Perth Am- 
N. J .» has surrendered him­ 
self and is in jail. 
The president 
of the bank estimates the shortage 


at $125, 000. 
The inv estigation of the bank’s 
affairs began Monday , when Valen­ 
tine failed to appear, ‘ and tele­ 
phoned to his substitute that $7 ,9 00 
in bills, that could not be found, 
were in the cashier’s drawer. This 
was discov ered to be untrne, and 
the cashier’s father, 
Robert N. 
Valentine, was called to help find

A detailed inv estigation of mat­ 
ters by President 
Watson and 
Robert N . Valentine showed that 
the cashier’s checks and stubs did 
not correspond; that the checks 
called for more money than the 
stubs recorded, and that while 
taking the stub as the basis of ac­ 
counting, 
the 
bank’s 
finances 
would figure out all right, the 
checks would show that the bank 
had been drawing heav ily on its 
New York 
correspondent, 
the 
Park National. 
The cashier, in fact, carried the 
accounts on the stubs and from 
them to the books correctly , but 
when the returns from the cashier s 
checks came he pocketed the differ­ 
ence between the stub and the 
check. 
Four or fiv e months of 


this method of financiering de­ 
pleted the bank’s reserv e money s 
and brought it to the v erge of ruin. 
Then the cashier ev idently secured 
a portion of the ready cash on hand 
and left Perth Amboy . 
Thursday night the determina­ 
tion to close the bank was reached, 
and Mr. Watson notified Chief of 
Police Burton and asked him to lo­ 
cate the missing cashier. 
Valen­ 
tine, who had been in New Y ork 
City , returned to l^’erth Amboy 
from Woodbridge, accompanied by 
his counsel, Edward Sav age, of 
Rahway . 
He declined to go into details of 
the shortage of the bank, ex cept 
that he was v ery sorry that he got 
his friends into trouble, and that 
he felt v ery bad about his wife and 
children. 
^Vhere the money went is not 
known, as the casnier is said to 
hav e been moderate in his tastes 
and habits of life.

Ferris is sup p osed to be the m an 
w ho shot and killed the m arshal at 
C am eron, M o., some m onths ago, 
and he is also charged w ith robbing 
a store and p ostoffice iit A nabel and 
w ith 
safe-blowing 
at R ockp ort, 


Mo. 
Ferris is said to be a m em ber of 
a g ang that the officers have been 
after for some time. 
G ne of them 
was arrested at M acon and con­ 
sented to act as a decoy . A second 
was arrested at H annibal about a 
w eek ago and taken to M acon, and 
the fourth one at Louisiana last 
S aturd ay night w ith the aid of the 
decoy , w ho, w ith a dep uty sheriff, 
w as array ed in the garb of a tram p . 
T he g an g was rep orted to have 
arranged to com m it robberies 
at 
C enter, 
R alls county , 
S aturd ay 
night, and a num ber of skeleton 
key s and burglars’ tools w ere found 
on them . 
Ferris was taken to M a ­ 
con. 
T he g an g was followed from one 
to w n to another by the decoy and 
D e p uty Sheriff Stafford, until the 
four were finally in the toils.

OfBcers Had 
It With Train 
Robbers. 


SHERIFF 
SHOT 
DEAD. 


Po sse Su ccessfu lly Rep u lsed b y th e

E a s t L a s V e g a s , N . M ., July 
18.— ^Meager details have been re­ 
ceived here of a pitched battle be­ 
tween 
a 
sheriff’s posse and the 
gang of outlaws who held up a 
Colorado and Southern passenger 
train at Folsom, N . M ., a few days 
ago. 
The affray 
occurred near 
Cimarron. 
Sheriff E d Farrell and W . J. 
Farr, a member of the posse, were 
killed. 
Both lived at Walsenburg, 


Col. 
Cimarron is situated inland from 
telegraph lines. 
Deputies Love and 
Smith, 
of 
Springer, N . M ., were probably 
fatally wounded. 
W . H . Remo, chief of the secret 
service department of the Colorado 
and Southern 
railway, 
was also 
wounded. 
T he 
robbers 
were 
uninjured. 
T hey escaped to the hills. 
A n oth ­ 
er posse was organized at Cim ar­ 
ron and is now in pursuit of the 
robbers. 
Marion Litrell, live stock inspec­ 
tor, arrived here at i o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon, bringing further 
details of the fight at Cimarron, as 
he had learned them at Springer. 
“ It 
occurred 
yesterday 
morn­ 
in g,” he said, “ in the canon above 
Cimarron, in a very rough piece of 
country. 
The news was telephon­ 
ed to Springer from Cimarron just 
before I left there. 
The posse was 
led by Sheriff E d Farrell, of W a l­ 
senburg, and United States M ar­ 
shal Foraker, of N e w Mexico. The 
posse 
numbered six men. 
The 
force divided, three men advanc­ 
ing upon the outlaws from oppo­ 
site directions. 
“ One of the outlaws was a dead- 
shot. 
Sheriff Farrell was killed 
and Henry Love and a man named 
Smith, members of the posse, were 
wounded. 
Love was hit twice, 
one shot going through his thigh. 
Foraker returned to Cimarron and 
telephoned that all of his posse had 
been wounded. 
“ The identity of the outlaws is 
not known, but little doubt is en­ 
tertained of their being the men 
who held up the train at Folsom a 
few days ago, and also a year or 
more ago. 
W hile Mr. Litrell did 
not learn the exact location of their 
camp, it is believed to have been 
comparatively close to the Cimar­ 


ron, probably two or three miles 
away. 
Cimarron is a place of about 200 
people, situated close to the mouth 
of the canon, twenty- three miles 
from Springer. 
The outlaws have 
been noticed hanging around 
in 
the vicinity for some time past. 
Although nothing certain is known 
it is thought by members of the 
posse that one or more of the out­ 
laws, who are three in number, 
have been wounded by the officers. 
Sheriff 
Ed 
Farrell, 
who 
was 
killed, is well known among live 
stock men. 
He and his brother 
have rather extensive cattle inter­ 
ests in Southern California and 
Northern N ew Mexico.

WILL FOWLE HOME 


Has Arrived at San Francisco 
from Manila. 


TO RETURN TO SEDALIA. 


City Engineer Zoll Receives a Letter 
from S. M. Shatto, 
Now 
Near Manila. 


W ill H. 
Fowle, 
the 
Sedalia 
telegrapher, who has been 
doing 
service in the Philippines with the 
signal 
corps, 
has 
reached 
San 
Francisco, on his w ay home. 
He arrived in Frisco the after­ 
noon of the 12th 
inst., 
as 
was 
learned by a letter received by the 


D e m o c r a t Monday,but at the time 
the letter was written he did not 
know when he would be mustered 
out of the service. 
He was in 
good health, he wrote, but 
was 
deuced glad to get back on A m eri­ 
can soil. 
Mr. Fowle writes that 
on 
the 
trip across the Pacific there was no 
sickness of a serious nature, while 
those who were ill when ihey left 
Manila fared well on 
the trip. 
Continuing, he says : 
“ W e boarded the Newport in 
Manila bay at 8 a. m. June 13th, 
and weighed anchor at 10:30 a. m. 
July 14th. 
W e felt sore over the 
quarters tliat 
were assigned us. 
W e are a staff corps, and, with the 
engineers, the ranking organiza­ 
tion of the army. 
W e were enti­ 
tled to state rooms, but we didn’ 
t 
get them. 
“ The Second Oregon infantry, 
whose colonel is commanding the 


expedition, took good care that his 
non-commissioned officers got all 
of the state room space left. ‘ Col. 
Summers did not desire us to ac­ 
company the Second Oregon 
the first place, so we suffered 
consequence. 
“ The grub was a fright 
much from lack of it, but from the 
w ay it was served. 
W e would go 
up to eat hungry, but it was dished 
up in such a manner that our ap­ 
petites were assaulted on the spot. 
“ W e 
had 
three 
days’ 
shore 
leave at Negasaki, Japan, and it 
was enjoyed by all. 
I was very 
much taken up with the country, 
its queer 
people 
and 
beautiful 
scenery. 
I have often laughed at 
the 
late Bill 
N y e ’ 
s pictures of 
farmers plowing up and down the 
side of a steep mountain, but I now 
think Bill had visited Japan, as 
thev cultivate the mountain sides 
there. 
“ W e 
carried 
the 
Stars 
and 
Stripes all over the boat the Fourth 
of July. 
The Ohio 
was strung 
with flags from bow to stern. 
A t 
night we saw the Ohio’ 
s fireworks. 
Ours, however, were scarce. 
W e 
purchased some rockets and fire­ 
crackers at Negasaki. 
W hen the 
first pack of crackers began going 
off everyone commenced to yell, 
‘ 
L a y down! 
L ay d o w n !’ 
That 
command was often heard during 
the campaign, when it meant some- 
thing. 
“ Just when I will reach Sedaría 
I do not know, but I hope the day 
is not far distant.” 


Another Sedalian Writes. 
C itv Engineer Charles H. Zoll is 
in receipt of a letter from S. M. 
Shatto, a former Sedalian, who is

now a member of the Fourteenth 
United States infantry, stationed 
at Manila, Philippine Islands. 
The letter is dated M ay 31. Mr. 
Shatto says he is still in the land of 
the living, but things are pretty 
scaly in the vicinity of Manila at 
present. 
He is expecting to be 
called to 
the 
front 
almost 
any 
day, 
as 
the 
regiment 
is 
in 
the 
trenches, 
fighting 
night 
and 
day. 
Every 
day 
brings 
sick and wounded to the hospital, 
one of his comrades who went over 
from San Francisco on the trans­ 
port Morgan C ity 
having arrived 
the previous day. 
Yesterday, writes Mr. Shatto, I 
took a walk towards 
the firing 
lines. 
I stationed myself on an 
elevation and saw the old Spanish 
fort which D ewey shelled and tore 
to 
atoms. 
I 
watched 
the gun­ 
boats shelling the Filipinos’ lines 
and could see the shells when they 
burst. 
They kept up a continuous 
fire all day, but 1 have not learned 
as yet whether they gained any 
ground or not. 
The Filipinos are as thick on 
these islands as chinch bugs in a 
corn patch in Kansas. 
They come 
out of their holes like rats and dis­ 
appear as mysteriously. 
They are furnished guns and am­ 
munition from some source not yet 
known. 
The cannons they use are made 
of hard 
wood, with iron bands 
around them. 
There 
is a wood 
here almost as hard as iron, and it 
is utilized for this purpose. 
The 
natives bore a hole in the end to a 
depth of about three feet, and then 
bore a small hole in the rear for a 
touch bole. 
The cannon is loaded by putting 
in a charge of powder and then 
large slugs of lead. 
It is then laid 
across a trench, with the butt end 
against a tree or rock. 
Then one 
of the natives touches it off, and 
you would be surprised to see how 
it throws lead. It can only be used 
at short range, but it does deadly 
work. 
The weather here is not so warm 
as you would imagine, the mercury 
ranging from 94 to 
104 
degrees. 
The nights are cool and I 
have 
slept under my blanket every night 
since my arrival here. 
M y health 
is good, but I still think of Sedalia 
and the friends I left behind.
